Attention w as called to a curious sunspot which, on May 1(5, the sam e day 
that the American hydroairplanes started on their trip across the Atlantic 
Ocean, had assum ed the shape bearing a strong resem blance to the winged 
insignia of an aviator. 
Since that date the spot bas grown tepidly in size. 
A 
photograph taken show s that the sunspot bas now lost all likeness to the 
emblem of aviation which w as apparent a few days previous and is easily 
discernible to the eye protected by a smoked glass or a blackened photo­ 
graph film . Sunspots have a maximum and m inimum of about eleven years, 
so that it is all the more remarkable to have a large spot visible to the eye at 
this time, when the sun has entered on the m inim um of activity. 
T his spot 
Is situated on the northern side of the suu’s equator and is one of the largest 
since August. 3917, when a v ery large outburst of activity w as seen. 
Sev­ 
eral sm aller groups are also to be seen at present on the face of the sun.

PASSED TO BREAK 
UP AUTO THEFTS 


County Collector Advised That 
Statute Effective July I Makes 
It Unlawful to Sell or Offer to 
Sell Car That Has Had Engine 
Number Obliterated or Re­ 
moved.

Stringent lait* passed by (he recent 
session of the Texas Legislature are 
evidence that the lawmakers are de­ 
termined thai a Check be put on auto­ 
mobile thefts iii Xwfa*. 
County Tax 
Collector C. M. Blair is in receipt of a 
copy of the mandate which takes effect 
on July 1. 
Among other provisions the bill pro­ 
vides that it shall be unlawful for un J 
person or persons to sell or offer to sell 
a car that has had Its engine number 
ob literated or rt moved. 
In such case 
tbc owner shall make application to the 
State Highway Commission for a new 
number and the application must be ac­ 
companied by un affidavit attesting the 
ownership of the ear, The t'onuuission 
is to keep a record of the issuance of 
new numbers, disclosing the name and 
address of applicant, trade name and 
model of vehicle, the year it was made 
and the number assigned. 
The law says further that ii is illeg­ 
al 
lo make 
application 
for a State 
license or for the county tax collector 
to grant the license in ease the engine 
number has been removed or obliterat­ 
ed. 
The applicant 
for 
license must 
present receipt for registration from 
the Commission, granted upon applica­ 
tion for new number. 
Further provisions make it unlawful 
for one to offer to sell or trade ti motor 
vehicle without having in actual phy­ 
sical possession, the tax collector's re­ 
ceipt for State license. 
This receipt 
must b t endorsed to the tranlerree and 
if is illegal for him to neglm I to de­ 
mand and receive same. 
As ti further protection to ewrvrwn 
ors the bill requires that the sale or 
trade of a second hand motor vehicle 
m ust be evidenced by ti duplicate* bill 
of stile, one to be kept by tho transfer­ 
red us evidence of his ownership and 
the other to be filed of record with die 
county clerk. 
A well bound record must be kept by 
every parson or persons engaged in the 
busbies* of repairing ears in any man 
lier, even repainting. Entries must be 
made show ing the engine number, make, 
model ami in fact a comprehensive de­ 
scription of every ear repaired or for 
which parts are furnished, provided the 
charges for such repairs or parts ex­ 
ceed the sum of ,$1. His record is to he 
open tor inspection by pence officers at 
all times.
